CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Provisions 
of the proposed [ilinois Civil Prac- 
tice Act, to be submitted to the 
Legislature early’ in 1933, bave 
been announced by a committee of 
the Illinois Bar Association.

bar association committee, is to 
remove antiquated, technical and 
cumbersome practices in civil casea, 
and to make administration of 
civil justice more speedy and fess 
costly. 

About three-fourths of the new 
measure, it is stated, will repre- 
sent the co-ordfnating of provisions 
under the existing law, to eliminate 


duplication and confusion. The 
other one-fourth is new matter. 
Nine Proposed Changes. 

The changes proposed are out- 
fined in a statement issued by the 
committee, under nine. heads, as 
follows: 

1. A plain, concise statement of 
the facts upon which a claim or 
defense is based in both law and 
chancery proceedings, to replace 
both the many antiquated forms of 
pleadings for the different types of 
action at law, and a different but 
equally obsolete technical proce- 
dure in chnacery. 

2. Procedure for summary tee: 
ment, with proper safeguards, so 
as not to delay yellef and ciég the 
courts if the merits of the ~con- 
troversy do not warrant. ‘This pro- 
cedure is now utilized to. advantage 
in many states in this country and 
in Engiand. 

3. The use of the declaratory 
judgment, so that, without the 
necessity of perpetrating something, 
a party may have a controversy 
settled in court in erder that he 
may know how he may safely pro- 
ceed. More than 20 states now 
provide for declaratory judgments. 

4. Provisions for preliminary 
procedure such as discovery before 
trial and other measures to expe- 
dite the disposition of cases.
